The  combined  Report  appears  to  be  acceptable  to 
members  of  the  four  Authorities  and  this  form  is  therefore  being 
continued. 


The  health  of  the  Area  continues  very  satisfactory. 
The  general  sickness  figures  were  rather  high  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  but  this  was  not  due  to  any  particular  type  of  illness  other 
than  the  common  cold  of  more  than  average  severity,  and  mild 
influenza.  The  notified  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  also  very  low 
and  this  was  fortunate  in  relation  to  the  increase  of  notifications 
in  the  neighbouring  large  town. 

The  feature  of  recent  times  is  the  rapidly  changing 
landscape  and  several  “Rural”  localities  are  disappearing  as  such 
and  re-appearing  as  housing  estates,  schools  and  factories,  some 
new  factories  bringing  with  them  associated  problems. 

During  the  year  some  discussion  has  arisen  regarding 
refuse  disposal  and  tips,  and  with  increased  population  and 
reduced  vacant  spaces  this  problem  is  likely  to  increase.  Control 
over  these  tips  will  therefore  have  to  be  much  more  efficient,  but 
this  is  a  problem  which  the  various  Councils  are  taking  seriously. 

Notes  are  included  in  this  report  giving  information 
regarding  a  number  of  Voluntary  Associations  and  I  should  like 
to  pay  tribute  in  this  report  to  the  vast  amount  of  work  carried  out 
locally,  purely  by  voluntary  effort.  The  list  of  Associations  is 
not  comprehensive  and  many  will  have  been  omitted,  for  example 
members  of  the  Councils  who  give  so  much  time  these  days  to 
apparently  endless  numbers  of  Committee  meetings. 

So  also  may  be  omitted  names  of  many  Red  Cross 
and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  groups  and  others  associated 
with  the  formation  of  Old  Peoples’  Clubs  and  “Xmas  parcels”.  It 
is  noteworthy  that  the  assistance  of  the  Red  Cross  Cadets  in  dis¬ 
tributing  leaflets  by  house  to  house  visit  regarding  appointments 
with  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  brought  a  large  number  of 
responses.

Extensions  to  the  mains  in  order  to  supply  the  hamlet 
of  Yate  Rocks  were  completed  in  December  1955  by  The  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Co.  The  number  of  Houses  to  be  supplied 
from  this  extension  is  13. 


HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  council’s  pumping  station  at  Kilcot  has 
functioned  satisfactory  during  the  past  year  and  a  further  seven 
domestic  and  one  metered  connections  have  been  made. 

The  average  daily  consumption  has  been  65,317 
gallons  which  gives  a  total  of  23,940,790  gallons  for  the  year.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  approximately  5.65%  on  last  year’s 
consumption.

The  maximum  rest  level  of  the  water  m  the  well  is 
15ft.  The  depth  of  the  well  is  50ft.  with  an  added  depth  of  a 
further  25ft.  of  12"  diameter  bore. 

Although  sterile  samples  of  raw  water  have  been 
obtained  from  the  well,  chlorination  is  carried  out  and  the  residual 
chlorine  is  0.1  parts  per  million  in  output  water. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  contam¬ 
ination  other  than  routine  flushings  of  dead  ends.  Despite  the 
long  dry  spell  during  the  summer  no  shortages  were  experienced 
and  the  supply  remained  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Eight  minor  bursts  have  been  repaired  during  the 
year  and  only  on  one  occasion  was  it  found  necessary  to  interrupt 
the  continuity  of  supply.  This  affected  a  very  small  portion  of 
the  system  and  was  of  less  than  four  hours  duration.  These  bursts 
were  the  result  of  the  corrosive  action  on  the  iron  bolts  of  sulphate 
reducing  bacteria.  In  renewing  the  bolts  phosphor  bronze  ones 
were  used.

Several  complaints  were  received  concerning 
discolouration  of  the  public  supply  in  the  Hanham  locality. 
Analytical  tests  showed  that  the  discolouration  was  harmless  ; 
nevertheless,  it  rendered  the  water  unsuitable  for  use.  The  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Company  promptly  investigated  the  trouble 
which  was  thought  to  be  due  to  admixture  of  water  from  the  new 
Chew  Valley  Reservoir  in  Somerset.  This  being  less  hard  it 
probably  exerted  a  solvent  action  on  deposits  in  the  mains.  These 
were  thoroughly  flushed  and  no  recurrence  of  the  discolouration 
was  recorded.

SODBURY  R.D. 

Sewers :  Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  32. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  now  com¬ 
pleted  their  survey  of  the  sewage  system  at  Filton  and  the  maps 
together  with  relevant  details  about  the  sizes  of  sewers,  direction, 
position  of  manholes  etc.  are  deposited  in  the  surveyor’s  office. 

Winterbourne  and  Frampton  Cotterell  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  whole  of  this  scheme  is  now  complete  and  has 
been  functioning  satisfactorily  for  some  time  ;  the  maintenance 
period  has  now  expired.  The  number  of  premises  now  connected 
to  the  sewer  is  in  the  region  of  1500.  The  total  expenditure  on 
the  scheme  up  to  December,  1955  was  £783,700  and  the  grant  aid 
received  was  £202,500. 

Wick  Sewerage  Scheme  Contract  Number  1. 

The  contract  sum  of  £15,000  includes  some  2,000 
yards  of  sewer  and  the  construction  of  a  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  contractors  commenced  work  at  the  beginning 
of  March  and  up  to  the  present  more  than  1,900  yards  of  sewers 
have  been  constructed  and  this  includes  the  whole  of  the 
Naishcombe  Hill  housing  site. 

The  contractors  are  now  completing  the  branch  sewer 
serving  the  group  of  houses  on  the  west  side  of  the  church. 

Work  is  progressing  at  the  sewage  disposal  works 
site  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be  ready  early  in  the  new  year. 

Old  Sodbury. 

In  respect  of  Old  Sodbury  a  sewerage  scheme  has 
been  considered  covering  approximately  100  houses,  at  an  est¬ 
imated  cost  of  £14,400. 

In  view  of  the  apparent  “limited  life”  of  some  of  the 
properties  a  survey  is  to  be  made  to  establish  the  sanitary 
conditions. 

Acton  Turville 

Preliminary  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
sewering  of  part  of  Acton  Turville.  The  estimated  cost  of  this 
scheme  is  £9,000. 

Yate. 

A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  small  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the  Yate  Aerodrome  site 
has  been  completed  and  in  operation  since  July. 

This  scheme  at  present  is  designed  to  serve  approx¬ 
imately  350  houses,  but  will  be  extended  to  take  the  proposed 
Bristol  Overspill  Development  houses  in  the  coming  year. 
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Sewage  Works 

Wick  war. 

As  a  result  of  the  experience  gained  in  the  acceptance 
and  treatment  of  cider  waste  during  1953,  further  minor  extensions 
and  modifications  carried  out  in  1954  enabled  the  plant  to  deal 
very  successfully  with  the  trade  waste. 

This  was  supported  by  the  results  of  frequent  samples 
submitted  for  analysis. 

Nibley  and  Marshfield  Sewage  Works. 

These  two  sewage  works  have  functioned  satisfact¬ 
orily  during  the  past  year.  Some  extensions  to  the  sludge  beds 
at  both  works  are  to  be  made  to  cope  with  the  additional  sludge 
produced  by  reason  of  new  houses  being  added  to  the  sewerage 
system. 

In  April  1955  the  control  of  sewage  works  passed  to

There  are  ten  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  the 
area  and  the  licences  granted  on  decontrol  remain  in  force  until 
June  30th  1956. 

The  provisions  of  The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regula¬ 
tions  1924  (8  [1])  are  strictly  adhered  to  and  all  carcases  of  all 
animals  killed  are  inspected  prior  to  being  released. 

All  edible  offal  is  coloured  before  disposal  to  licensed  dealers. 

In  addition  to  post  mortem  inspection  of  the  carcase, 
ante  mortem  inspection  of  the  animals  is  carried  out  whenever 
possible. 

The  general  condition  of  slaughterhouses,  lairages 
and  implements  are  noted  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that 
these  are  suitably  kept  and  maintained. 

Thanks  should  be  given  to  the  staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Canynge  Hall,  Bristol,  for  their 
valuable  co-operation  during  the  past  year.  In  cases  of  doubt, 
and  where  diagnosis  of  diseases  has  been  difficult,  the  advice  given 
has  been  extremely  helpful  and  of  great  service  to  the  inspectorate.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


During  the  last  week  in  May,  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  was  again  stationed  at  Sound  well  Clinic.  On  two  days 
from  2.0  p.m.  to  8.0  p.m.  the  general  public  were  invited  to  attend 
and  the  response  was  even  better  than  in  1954.  Several  sessions 
were  arranged  with  local  factories,  and  pupils  from  Secondary 
Modern  Schools  and  the  Grammar  School  in  the  area  were  also 
X’rayed.  Once  again,  the  local  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross  Cadets 
contributed  in  a  large  measure  to  the  success  of  the  “week”  by 
distributing  leaflets  from  door  to  door  giving  the  times  when  the 
Unit  was  open  to  the  general  public. 

Earlier  in  May,  the  Unit  had  been  stationed  at 
Filton  Clinic,  but  the  response  there  was  disappointing,  the 
attendance  by  the  general  public  being  only  just  over  a  third  of 
that  at  Soundwell.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
on  the  two  days  allowed  for  public  sessions,  heavy  rain  fell  almost 
continuously. 


It  had  been  agreed  to  have  the  Unit  at  Downend  in 
December,  but  this  was  postponed  to  the  second  week  in  January. 
The  Unit  was  stationed  at  the  Baptist  Church  Hall,  Salisbury  Road 
and  the  “week”  proved  very  successful.  Various  youth  clubs  in 
the  area  helped  with  the  distribution  of  leaflets. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Unit  will  be  able  to  visit  Yate  in 
the  autumn  of  1956. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  request  for  this  Service  has  continued  to  grow 
considerably  each  year  since  its  inauguration  in  1949  by  the  County 
Council.  The  greatest  proportion  of  cases  is  with  the  aged  and 
the  chronic  sick,  but  maternity  and  general  sickness  cases  are  also 
numerous. 


By  the  end  of  the  year,  288  cases  were  being  helped 
weekly,  of  these  240  were  Chronic  Sick,  Old  Age  or  Tuberculous 
patients. 


Applications  for  assistance  should  be  made  to  the 
Home  Help  Organisers  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  High  Street, 
Kingswood.
